The Petit Parisien, the Senator's 
Paris newspaper, was founded by his 
father, Jean Dupuy, and under his 
direction reached the million-point in 
circulation. After the son succeed 
el to its direction the circulation pass- 
ed the two-million mark in ten years, 
establishing « world’s record in the 
newspaper field. 

Another publication with which he 
had remarkable success is the illus- 
trated Daily Excelsior. Half a_ mil- 
lion dollars -had been sunk in the 
venture when Senator Dupuy took 
hold of it ten years ago. ith Mme.

THE DIET IN EPILEPSY. 
The specific cause of epilepsy has 
not yet been discovered. Yet we 
know something about the treatment 
of epilepsy. 

Someone in the spectacle fitting 
business or trade protested against 
publication of a physician’s article 
aboiit headache because the physician 
(not myself) advised that a specialist 
in diseases of the eye be consulted. 
The spectacle man pointed out that the 
eye defects responsible for headaches 
are not diseases, and consequently 
their treatment does not call for the 
services of an eye disease specialist 
but rather of persons who treat such 
defects by nonmedical agencies, in- 
cluding lenses. If this is good logic. 
then epilepsy doesn’t require medical 
treatment, since it is not a disease. 
Neither does congenital hip disease, 
nor paralysis, nor rickets, nor scurvy. 
vor hernia, nor floating kidney. Ali 
of these may be successfully treated 
by “nonmedical” methods, if you har- 
bor a narrow view of the meaning of 
the term medical. The narrow view 
is that medical means medicinal or the 
use of drugs. Only thoughtless peo- 
ple entertain such a notion. All in- 
telligent people know that medical 


cies besides medicines or drugs. Med- 
ical treatment means in some cases 
diet regulation; in some cases manip- 
ulation or purely mechanical agencies, 
as in the treatment of fractures or con- 
genital hip diseases, or massage or 
hydrotherapy or open air rest, or sun- 
baths, or various kinds of light ray 
treatment, or graduated active or 
passive exercise—all these are as truly 
medical treatment as “pills and _ po- 
tions,” notwithstanding the efforts of | 
humerous merchants to restrict the) 
meaning of the term medical. Se the! 
claim of the spectacle fitter who 
speaks of treating an eye defect by 
“nonmedical” agencies is for the ben- 
efit of the thoughtless or uninformed.

Those persons away from Georgia 
who become periodically and political- 
ly exercised over the alleged “nullifi- 

cation of the fif-

The Negro Property Owners. | 

The negroes of Georgia own 1.486,- 
988 acres of improved farm lands. 
which is an average of nearly 12 acres 
each to the 130,187 colored farmers 
listed in the state. However, most 
of that number are only laborers and 
tenants and the real land owners 
among them are probably around 25.- 
OOU, giving to each of them an aver- 
age of between (5 and 70 acres. 

The value of those lands. as assessed 
foy taxes at a very low valuation, was 
$13.778.812, or a little over SY per 
acre. The actual average value was 
doubtless around $40 per acre. 

Sut the bulk of the negro property 
in the state is in the towns and cities, 
and last vear it was assessed for taxa- 
tion at S$22.615.670. or 50 per cent 
more than all the negro rural property 
in the state. .

When he can get the price the negro 
craves to go joy-riding. In the early 
days of his emancipation the chief de- 
light of his life was to “ride on the 
train” going somewhere or anywhere. 
The practice of the railroads to run 
“negro excursions” on Sundays to the 
cities led to those affairs becoming 
drunken riots, in which men, women 
and children often lost their lives. The 
dangers in them became so many and 
scandalous that the legislature had to 
enact a rigid penal statute prohibiting 
such “excursions.” 

Since the automobile came into use 
and “used cars” of the Ford type be- 
came easily available the negro joy- 
rider on the public roads has become 
one of the sights of every day and 
Sunday. 

Also, the negro rum-runner and 
inter-county bootlegger have become 
rich enough to own and operate high- 
power and expensive motor cars, while 
prosperous negro farmers are not conh- 
tent to own “only a flivver.” 

It may surprise some readers to 
learn that the negroes of Georgia re- 
turned for taxation last year automo- 
biles assessed for $1.531,129 of value.

Fourteen years ago ihere was prini- 
‘ed on this page from my pen an ar- 
ticle expository of the need for a 
thorough revision of the Georgia con- 
‘stitution. That essay was highiy enu- 
dorsed in letters from many leading 
minds in the state, but a proposal 
in the general assembly to submit 4 
referendum to the people on the sub- 
ject of a constitutional convention re- 
ceived no serious consideration. 

It is almost incontestable that had 
the constitution been revised anc mod- 
eri.ized ten years ago the state, tn 
many great essentials of nrogress 
would be today, a quarter century 
ahead of where she ‘s. 
~ Every day almost that the genera! 
assembly sits it is reminded of the 
unsatisfactory state of the constitu- 
tion. Scores of bills to submit par- 
ticular .amendments to it are ‘ntru 
duced and piled upon the tables ot 
the committees to consider constits- 
tional amendments. Already the si*- 
ting legislature has a dozen’ such 
bills submitted to it. 


That sort‘ of patchwork br«ines: 
is becoming ridiculous. It demeans 
the dignity and self-determining wis- 
dom of the state. It lowers her con- 
stitutional rank in the state roster 
of the. union. It demonstrates more 
than any eloquence and any other ar- 
gument how urgent the need ot 
taking the constitution into dry- 
dock and remodeling it from stem 
to stern.

The Purpose of a Constitution. 

Many persons fail te grasp the fact 
that the whole purpose of a written 
constitution is to state the inherent 
rights of the people that are not 
not subject to government; then to 
set up the lepartments of govern- 
ment, executives, legislative and ju: 
dicial, and distribute to each its gen- 
eral powers; and to provide a method 
for the future use of 
the people. 

The ideal constitution contains the 
legislation, but leaves 

open to the legislative 
guided by the changing 
needs and wishes of the people. A 
constitution has a quite rigid frame. 
Legislative agencies shontd have an 
elastic harness in which to serve 
public emergency and welfare. 

The present constitution of Geor 
gia, to paraphrase an apt statement 
by John Quincy Adams, “was ex- 
torted from the grinding necessity vt 
an impoverished state.” 

It is more a code of copper-rivete 
statutes than it is a _ constitution. 
That ‘s why so many changes of 
in it have to be made and 
it.
